hold Splon Kop, which he took by as- 
Bault Tuesday night, according to 
schedule, and can get his heavy artillery 
In position there, there Is a prospect that 
the Boer right flank can be turned back 
far enough to enable him to rescue the 
garrison of the beCJ«guered city of Lady- 
amith. • Buller evidently believes that 
Epion Kop Is the key to the position of 
the Boer right.

General Warren's opinion that miles 


of the adjacent Boer entrenchments are 
Untenable Is accepted by most expert 
observers as obviously true because of 
tha height of the position, although some 
point out that it may lack adequate gun 
platform to resist artillery fire from the 
two extended side*. 


It is not likely that General Warren 


Will let go anything he holds, and news 
•f further success is calmly awaited. The 
military authorities recognize, of course, 
that in th* 12 or 16 miles between Spion 
Kop and JLadysmith there are continuous 
defensive positions and rugged hills and 
ravines, which far outrange Spion Kop, 
but they are sure that tha troops who 


' have turned the Boers out of difficult 
places can do It again. The military ex- 
p»rt of The Times says: 
"It is exceedingly difficult to arrive 


ht any exact estimate of tb« advantage 
gained. 
A definite tactical object haa 


baea attained, and definite st«ps have 
been taken in the fulfillment 
of the 


strategic plan. It is necessary to await 
fuller Information before attatehing due 
"weight to th« successes thus far at- 
tained. At least, there has been steady 
progress.' 


The Kildonan Castle reached Durban 


yesterday with 2000 additional troops for 
General Buller, and three troopships 
have arrived from India, bringing among 
others, a regiment of lancers. Beyond 
these it is not publicly known here h>>w 
heavily General Buller has been rein- 
forced, but those having certain con- 
nections with the war office are confident 
that General Buller will have as many 
more men as he may need to make hia 
work easier. 


General Buller's flank movement, 


which the taking of Splon Kop again 
puts on the road to success, began Jan. 
10. Lord Dundonald's mounted brigade 
took the first step to carry out Buller's 
plan to turn the Boers' right flank, by 
suddenly seizing Springfield, 16 miles 
west of Chieveley, and across the Little 
Tugela river, and by occupying hills to 
the northward commanding the tmport- 
int Potgieter's Drift (ford) on the bdg 
fc'ugela. 


Seemingly the Boers were taken un- 


(prepared, but on the appearance of tha 
"British column large forces hurriad up 
and began digging intr*nchm«nts along 
K range of hills four or five miles back 
trom the river. Ly ttleton's brigade was 
promptly pushed up to th* support of 
Dundonald's. Four days' delay ensued, 
•while Warren's forces were marching 
toward Trichard's drift, six miles west 
from. Potgieter's. 


Tuesday, Jan. 16, found all in readi- 


ness, and Lyttleton threw over part of 
MB brigade, which was not opposed, and 
•sized some low ridges on the northern 
bank. Wednesday morning Warren ar- 
rived at Trichard's Drift. The snemy 
tried to bar his passage, but, aided by 
long-range naval guns on| the heights 
south of Potgieter's Drift, hia artillery 
drove the Boers' battery away. A large 
part of his command crossed the same 
day on a pontoon bridge. 


Dundonald's cavalry made a recon- 


jioissan.ce around Warren's left Thurs- 
day1, andTuefeated a small body of Boers 
to th« northward of Spion Kop and near 
KkCton. Homes, a village on the direct road 
from the west into Ladysmith. To meet 
Warrew's advance Joubert now brought 
up large reinforcements from the direc- 
tion of Colenso and Ladysmith. 


Warren's forward movement began in 


•wrnest last Friday. By a long, circuit- 
ous route he sought to get around the 
Boars' right, but found the ridges run- 
ning down to the road to Ladysmith 
filed with the enemy. He was forced to 
turn back, and Saturday he began t a 
front attack on the Boers. During 'l3 
hours he pushed his division ahead, cap- 
turing several ridges againot stubborn 
•pposltlon. The British wounded that 
day numbered 300 and the nunrbar of 
dead is not known. 


The battle was renewed Sunday, and 


apparently with sterner vigor. When 
r.ight fell three positions had been sc- 
•ureO, after a stru&gla which was con- 
tinuous with the day, and all uphill. 
Bines that time very little information 
has been allowed to come from Natal, 
and that little showed that Warren was 
•tili engaging the enemy, but was prac- 
tically at a standstill. The critical 
•ituatlon was revealed by BuJter Tues- 
day night, when he cabled that Warren 
was holding the game position as two 


before, whllp in front of him, and 


ihree-q\iarte:s of a rr.ile away, on higher' 
ground, ^as the enemy's stronghold. 
As the slopes between \vi-u1 bare ar.d 
open, a daylight assault seemed im- 
possible, and he announced that an at- 
tack would be made that night on Splon 
Kop, 
the salient point of the Boers,' lino. 


This it appears was earned out with 


signal success, the Boers being- taken 
by surprise and iurned out of their 
works. The importance of the position 
as the key to the situation is shown by 
the desperate attempts of the Boers to 
retake it, attempts which were beaten 
off after hard fighting all day Wednes- 
day, 
in which heavy lo'fses w«re sus- 


tained. 


The losses sustained by the British, 


Bullex says, were heavy. 
Those of the 


burghers were probably not less severe, 
since, according to our understanding 
of the course of the fighting, the allies 
were the assailants. 
One thing not 


cleared up in the dispatches Is what be- 
came of the Boer guns which wore 
mounted on Spion Kop. If the position 
was captured by a swift dash in the 
dark they should have been talcen, but 
Buller makes no menti-'Wl of their capture. 


The situation in the neighborhood of 


the other armies Is unchanged, but a 
forward movement by General French is 
daily expected. 
A dispatch to The 


Standard from Rensburg describes Gen. 
French's dispositions as now forming 
a great semi-circle around the Boer po- 
•Itions. 
The correspondent says he 


could takfe Colesberg, two miles away, at 
any time. 


A letter from Pretoria gives the text 


of a complaint which President Kruger 
made to President Steyn, regarding the 
want of co-operation on the part of 
the Fre£ Btatera at Modder river, and 
also President Steyn's address to the 
Free Staters. 
Mr. Kruger said he had 


learned, with regret, that "only about 
1000 men of the Free State fought in the 
last battle, and that many others re- 
mained in their camps, •« hile their broth-

Striking Example of Courage and 


3Iarksm«»slilp Displayed by Doers 
In tue Dnsutu War—Their Mobiliz- 
ing rower»—Kind of Mfii England 
Needs to Fight the Afrikanders. 
J. B. Robinson, millionaire mine 


owner, who was brought up In South 
Africa, gun In hand, and who fought 
side by side with the Boers in the Ba- 
suto war and was for long the inti- 
mate associate of the Boer leaders, has 


I>>>PII commenting on the war as con- 
ducted up to date. lie praises warmly 
the bravery displayed by the British 
troops in their charges against in- 
trenched Boer positions, a bravery 
which, he says, can best he realized by 
those who know what kind of man the 
Boer is. 


"The war," he says, "has demon- 


strated that the man with the gun, 
provided he knows how properly to 
handle it, is the force that rules the 
world. 
No bravery, however great, 


can overcome him. England has not 
yet realized, and your generals refuse 
to understand, what a man armed as 
the Boer is armed and trained as he Is 
trained can do against, the bravest 
men who try to storm his position. 
Remember that the Boer is taught 
from boyhood to hit his living mark, 
and to hit it in the right spot. When I 
•was a small boy, a shotgun was put in 
my hands, and I was encouraged to 
fire at birds. When I got a little older, 
I had my double barreled hunting 
piece, and as parties of us went out the 
elders would show me just where to 
fire so as to pierce the game behind 
the shoulders when running at full 
speed. This is the training the Boers 
have had, and one man, taught in thi'3 
way, can successfully resist a hundred 
men who try to rout him from an in- 
trenched position. On the other hand, 
200 men who are poor shots can be driv- 
en from their position by 25 determin- 
ed opponents." 


As. an example of what Boers can 


do in the way of holding a strong po- 
sition by dint of courage and marks- 
manship, Mr. Robinson gives an ex- 
perience of his own in the Basuto war, 
writes the New York Sun's London 
correspondent. Potgieter was out with 
a scouting party of 30 men and found 
himself between two large parties of 
Kaffirs. 
Four of the little commando 


tried to get away, trusting to their 
well bred horses, but only one got 
through, and he could not make his 
way to the laager to give warning. 
Potgieter and the remaining 26 men 
galloped for a small ridge, and, get- 
ting there in time, at once started 
throwing up stones in a semicircle to 
form a rampart of defense. Mr. Rob- 
inson goes on: 


"They had only raised the rampart 


two feet high when the Kaffirs were 
on them. Potgieter quickly issued his 
orders. 
The men had dismounted, 


and two held the horses behind the 
ridge. 
'No one is to fire until after 


me,' the leader said. 'I will bring 
uown the chiefs, so many of you are 
to fire at the horses, and the remain- 
der are to shoot down the dismounted 
men when they get on their feet' All 
the Kaffirs were mounted, and they 
rode up to the little band in apparent- 
ly irresistible numbers, the chiefs, gay 
with their war plumes and heavy wifh 
Kaffir beer, at their head. The first 
body that had been sighted consisted 
of between 400 or 500 men, and a sec- 
ond strong force was later discovered in 
the rear. Potgieter let them approach 
to within 75 yards and then fired. 
Down fell chief after chief. The rifles 
of his men rang out, and all the horses 
of the leading men stumbled, shot 
through the breasts. The fire was so 
resistless that the charging party edged 
off to the right aiid the left and made 
a circle in retreat. Again the Kaffirs 
came on. They were armed with rifles, 
and a number of them kept up a rifle 
fire at the sides while the mounted 
forces again charged forward. 
But 


the result was only the same as before. 
They would draw off, their chiefs ex- 
horting them by the valor of all their 
forefathers, by the great deeds of Mo- 
sheshe, not to allow so puny a band 
to defy them. 
As the hours passed 


there came a rampart of dead Kaffirs 
and Kaffir horses all around the Boers. 
Once the charging party got so close 
that when the horses were shot two 
of them plunged right over the kraal 
Into the Boer horses behind before 
they fell dead, nearly causing a stam- 
pede among the horses of the scouting 
party. 


"The fight started at 8 o'clock In the 


morning. By 2 erclock five or six of 
'the Boers were so exhausted they de- 
clared they could do no more. Their 
toouths were parched, their tongues 
jwere swollen with Intolerable thirst, 
itheir arms ached so that they could 
[hardly move them, and they were stiff 
in every limb. They said, 'We cannot 
fight any longer.' But he (Potgieter) 
laughed at them. .'Put two pebbles In 
your mouths,' he said. 'That will less- 
en your thirst. If you cannot fire any 
more, let me have your guns. You keep 
them loaded, and I will do the shoot- 
lug. We must fight or die,- there is no 
escape.' 
And so he heartened them. 


The fighting kept on till C in the even- 
ing, and then the Kaffirs drew off. The 
Boers quickly took advantage of the 
(opportunity. 
They knew that their 


one Iiope -sjas to get clear away, for 
ammunition was running short, and if 
the KafBrs surrounded them during the 
night they would be done. Half their 
horses had been shot by the Kaffirs, 
but the hungry, aching, thirsty men 
got two each on the remaining horses 
and made a detour home. 


"They should have boon back In the 


laager by 0 that night, and when they 
did not j><Sme, though all the other 
scouting parties returned, we grew 
anxious. We organized relief parties 
and set out hunting for them. They 
were too far away, and the wind was 
blowing in the wrong -vay, so that we 
could not hear the sounds of firing in 
the camp. We wont out, firing at In- 
tervals. At last they heard our shots 
and signaled back. When we canie up 
to them, they could_hardly move. ~Wo

poured brandy nown tneir tnroats and 
cheered them and got them In. But we 
had no idea of the wonderful battle 
they had fought. They said little about 
It, for they were too exhausted to 
speak. It wss only next day, when we 
came up to the field of battle and saw 
the great number of dead and dying, 
that we knew what deeds «iey had 
done." 


After telling iC^S story Mr. Robinson 


added: ''Perhaps this incident will 
help you to realize what sort of fighters 
the men of South Africa are. 
Yet 


against such men our generals have 
blindly hurled their infantry, to bo 
shot down like sheep. The madness of 
It! To see so much courage in our 
British troops thrown away, and for 
nothing at all! We do the Boers no 
damage. Up to now their losses have 
been infinitesimal." 


He accepts the Boer figures of their 


own losses as substantially accurate. 
"For," as he says, "what damage can 
our soldiers do, charging up a hill, 
against an invisible waemy? Even our 
artillery fire inflict* v«ry little loss of 
life, I believe. Thir 1t»er trenches are 
made, after a manner learned from the 
Basutos, like a great S. It is impos- 
sible to have a raking fire down them 
and unless shells fall directly in tha 
trenches, which is very seldom, they 
do comparatively little damage. I am 
also convinced that all the estimates 
of the Boer strength circulated in this 
country are great exaggerations. 
At 


the outside, including the mercenaries 
and the recruits, the Boers have not, I 
believe, more than 30,000 men in the 
field at the present moment. This is 
exclusive of recruits 
from northern 


Cape Colony or Natal. 
It is then- 


mobility that gives them the enormous 
advantage over us. Take one illustra- 
tion: They had their forces on the 
Cape border ready to resist us, expect- 
ing, as all who knew the country made 
sure, that the three British army corps 
under Methuen, Gatacre and French 
would move simultaneously into the 
Free State. Had they done so the Boer 
armies would have been scattered and 
our troops couid have inarched on. 
avoiding their strong hill positions- and 
gone right on to Pretoria. We would 
have captured their cattle and have 
fought in the enemies' country at the 
enemies' expense. An invasion of the 
Cape Colony would have been impos- 
sible. Instead of that, the Boers were 
allowed to seize the bridges across the 
Orange river, to sweep over the coun- 
try far into the Colony, and Methuen 
was sent forward alone, bearing all 
the brunt of the attack. The Boers at 
once took their cue and saw that we 
were giving them the chance of their 
fighting our divisions in detail. They 
threw all their strength on Methuen, a 
strength which, brave soldier and good 
fighter as he was, he could not over- 
come. Remember we are fighting the 
Boer on his own ground, and, semi- 
civilized though you may think him, 
he has such knowledge o'f the veldt, 
such power of moving about on it, 
that no other men can equal him. 


"To put the matter briefly, if the 


present tactics are to be continued the 
mere sending out of lay^e numbers 
of ill trained men will not meet the 
case unless we are prepared to suffer 
an enormous loss of life. 
The whole 


system of fighting must be altered. 
Tens of thousands of infantry such as 
those who are now going are of little 
service. Their magnificent courage is 
thrown away. They are not what we 
call crack shots, they lack mobility- 
all fatal faults when you have to face 
sharpshooters intrenched in a strong 
position. What is wanted is a strong 
force of Irregular horse, men raised at 
the Cape from the same classes as the 
Boers who are new fighting us. Some 
one from the Cape told me the other 
day that this could not be done be- 
cause there is a scarcity of saddles at 
the Cape. Saddles! The men I mean 
would bring their own saddles and 
their own horses too. They are trained 
shots' and know eve-ry inch of the 
country. I do not mean the loafers 
about Cape Town streets, bjat the 
hardy farmers. 
If Methuen had a 


force of 5.000 such men helping him, 
nothing would stop him on the road to 
Bloemfontein. 
While his army was 


attacking the Boer front these irregu- 
lars would sweep round by a ford 
farther down the river to the Boer 
rear. Moving with great rapidity, they 
would seize the Boers' horses, drive oft 
their cattle and render them helpless. 


"The British soldiers are too de- 


pendent on their commissariat, too 
Blow. 
A Boer commando, tho men 


armed with their rifles alone, will take 
with It sufficient food for four or five 
days, each man carrying his own pro- 
visions in saddlebags. In that four 
or five days the commando can with 
case cover 150 miles, a distance that 
infantry would require from 12 to 15 
days to cover. 


"This Boer war -will lead to the revo- 


lutionizing of European military meth- 
ods, and the hope of its speedy end 
is the liberal use of properly selected 
irregular horse. There is no question 
but that, as I said before, the rifle and 
straight shooting with an eye to judge 
distances, in conjunction with a pow- 
orful artillery force, will supersede al' 
other weapons of warfare. The ma; 
however, who carries the rifle must i. 
a smart rider and able to handle K 
horse in the same way as South AC 
cans are taught to handle theirs."

The buivau of eugraviue; and print- 


ing at \Yjis>liiuKtou is at work upon a 
new isBuo of u,utes. The .ilau-s fur the 
?1 and $li diuiuiuiutttious having been 
completed a*id the notes issued, the en- 
gravers are iio\v at work upon the $3 
plate and will take up the $10 plate 
v.-ithiu a few days. It will be five or 
six months before either will be ready 
for iio»», buys the Washington corre- 
spondent of the Chicago l;«c-Ji'd. The 
$20, £30, $100, $300 and $1,OUO plates 
•\\ill be taken up in turn and will re- 
quire se\er:U years to complete. The 
new plates are bemg prepared by the 
regular engravers of the bureau v.'ith- 
out assistance, aud they can devote to 
thorn only such time as can be spared 
from their ragti'ar duties. 


Before work upoa the new plates 


vw. commenced a design was adopted 
which will be followed In tlie entire 
government issue of money. The plates 
now in hand are luU-nded for the sil- 
ver notes, and duplicates with the nec- 
essary changes In wording to suit the 
character of the government obligation 
•will be prepared for the treasury and 
United States notes. A distinguishing 
mark will bo the difference In the col- 
or of the treasury seal, that on the 
silver certiticates being blue, while 
brown and red will probably be used 
for the treasury and United States notes 
respectively. Great care will be used 
in preparing the new plates to weave 
in details and lathcwork, so as to make 
counterfeiting difficult, bnt the gov- 
ernment will attempt to protect the 
people against that crime more by the 
exposure of unusually large surfaces 
of the silk fiber paper, which cannot be 
imitated, rather than by artistic work- 
manship of the eiatrravera. 


The new $5 certificate will present 


as the central figure a magnificent type 
of the Indian chief in full feathers, A 
largo "V," with the word "Five" arched 
through it, will also be used. The new 
?10 note will show a battleship under 
full headway. Worked into the border 
on one side will be a vignette of De- 
catur, while on the otlier will appeal 
one of Commodore Bainbridge. 
The 


back of the new $10 certificate will bs 
a departure from all previous designs 
on paper currency and will represeul 
an arcade, consisting of three open 
arches, supported at either end by 
Corinthian columns. 
The two side 


arches will be left blank to expose the 
silk fiber. In the central arch, will ap- 
pear a delicate engraved female figure 
typifying Progress. She holds aloft a 
flaming torch, while in the background 
the world rolls in her path.

The shrub 
bery and a feyr small tivses on the line 
of the path were removed and the patl 
inclosed with a single wire on eact 
side, which wire was subsequently re 
moved.

In or- 
der to give better illumination at nighi 
the top sections, each nine feet long, 
were removed from the electric poles 
around the border of the ellipse, thus 
shortening the poles and bringing the 
light nearer the ground.

In any case 
there can be no harm in making the 
experiment of arming them ftith rifles, 
though in the long run their losses are 
not likely to decrease to any extent.

Woman'* Place In (lie Social Economy 


The following: is an extract from a 


letter sent by the Eastern Anti-Suf- 
frage association of the United States 
to the International Congress of Wo- 
men, 
which met In London, in June, 


1899. 


In accordance with the. laws of na- 


ture, the differentiation of the sexes 
has been determined, and cannot be al- 
tered by 
man—or 
evolution. 
This 


scientific attitude must be conceded'. 
The two sexes in the human species 
are fixed types, and anything inter- 
ferring with the essential line of dif- 
ference which has ever existed can- 
not be considered as progress in the 
right direction. We all wish to culti- 
vate our womanhood to its perfect de- 
velopment. Every step taken toward 
that end should be, welcomed| Every 
step which leads away from it should 
be opposed. This, then, is the vital 
principle of our opposition. The ballot, 
at the present time, implies service 48o 
the state which woman may not give 
and retain unimpaired their place in 
the social economy. 


The ballot implies military duty, po- 


lice duty, jury duty, the holding of 
public office, the sharing in the public 
deliberations regarding the Tormation 
of the laws, and membership in the 
body which finally passes the laws. 


. . . Every 
privilege should be 


shared by men and women, but the 
ballot is not a privilege. It is an ob- 
ligation calling for the performance of 
certain duties of the state which re- 
quire the physical strength belonging 
to men. If women seek to assume 
these duties, they ignore the physi- 
ological line of distinction between 
men and women, and the result bears 
directly and disastrously on the qual- 
ities affecting the home life and its 
duties. 


These duties in the economic life of 


the state are of equal importance with 
the duties specifically 
demanded of 


men.— The Remonstrance.

In view of the constant activity in 


Atlantic cables which has resulted in 
u. new cable about every two years 
since the 
first 
successful cable of 


1S66, it stands to reason that the dif- 
ficulties offered by the Pacific ocean 
must be very great for the nineteenth 
century to reach its close without a 
definite scheme for spanning the Pa- 
cific by telegraph having been adopt- 
ed. 
The difficulties may be summed 


up in a few words: First, the great 
cost of a complete system of cables; 
senond, the extreme decth of water 
known to exist in certain parts of the 
Pacific 
and 
feared 
in 
others: 


third, the 
long distances 
between 


landing points;.and, fourth, the lack 
of intermediate points having an act- 
ive trade. The estimated cost of the 
British Pacific cable; for a single 
caoie connecting Vancouver with Aus- 
tralia and New Zealand, is x>laced at 
about $7,000,000, including two repair- 
ing ships and a sum of $175,000 for 
maintenance 
(if) the! cables for six 


months The president of one of the 
cable companies of New York esti- 
mates the total capital cost of a 
cable to Japan, Australia and the 
Philippines via Hawaii at 
$12,00,000 


and the. cost of maintenance, Includ- j 
ing two repairing ships, and of op- 
erating expenses, at $300.000 a year. It 
is not considered that a single cable 
will be sufficient to insure permanent 
communication and any scheme for a 
Pacific cable must provide eventually 
for duplicate cables throughout the 
entire route, so that the total caoi- 
tal cost of a thoroughly reliable and 
efficient Pacific cable system may be 
put down at approximately 526,000,-

GRAVE OF PAUL JONES. 


Frenchman Thinks He Has Located 


It In a Parisian Cemetery. 


The navy department at Washing- 


ton has received information of such a 
reliable character from our naval at- 
tache at Paris that the department is 
satisfied that the remains of Paul 
Jones, the Revolutionary naval hero, 
have been located. The credit of dis- 
covering the burial place is due to M. 
A. de Kicaudy, a French antiquary 
and editor of L'Echo du Public. He 
took un the work of discovering the lo- 
cation of Commodore Jones' grave aft- 
er "Le Commission du Vieux Pa-is" 
had failed and, according to the in- 
formation received by the navy depart- 
ment, has succeeded in locating the 
remains with a fair degree of certainty 
In a former Protestant cemetery which 
was sold in 1804 and is now occupied 
as private property. 


M. de Eicaudy has made a prelimi- 


nary report on the subject to the Unit- 
ed States embassador in Paris, a copy 
of which has been furnished to the 
navy department, says the New York 
Sun. From tins report it appears to be 
certain that the body of Commodore 
Jones was interred at the place indi- 
cated. 
The cemetery was located at 


the corner of the Rue des Ecluses St. 
Martin and Rue Grango-aux-Belles. A 
small two story building is supposed to 
cover the burial spot. The burial reg- 
ister shows that Paul Jones died on 
July 18, 1792, and was buried on July 
20. The exact location of the commo- 
dore's grave is unknown, although M. 
de Ricaudy holds that it is aseertaina- 
ble within narrow limits and that there 
would be a possibility, though only a 
possibility, of the identification of the 
remains. In bis report M. do Ricaudy 
says: 


"It appears that long before 1792 


they had been compelled to bury their 
categories of death .n the courtyard, 
and Paul Jones' being one of the lat- 
est Interments it is probable that his 
remains are not far from tbo entrance 
door, the place-" most likely to have 
been used for the latest burials, but 
this Is merely n hypothesis. The cem- 
etery of the Rue Grango-aux-Belles 
.was officially closed on JaSj^i. 


less than six months after the death of 
Paul Jones, and on the 3d of Thermi- 
<3or, year IV, it was sold as national 
property and was deeded to M. Pbali- 
peaus.

The restoration of the monuments 


of Hartford's old burying ground (from 
1640 until 1803) has been the work for 
the last three years of that patriotic 
society of women known as the Ruth, 
Wyley 
chapter, Daughters of the 


American Revolution. It had appear- 
ed as if the historic fame of this old 
cemetery had been forgotten. 
Lying 


within its walls are the ashes of those 
men who under the leadership of the 
Rev. Thomas Hooker and John Haynes 
emigrated with their families to the 
banks of the Connecticut In June, 1636, 
to found a new commonwealth, men to 
whom the state of Connecticut owes 
Its existence, men who were the first 
to assert the principle that "govern- 
ments derive their just power from the 
consent of the governed." A great op- 
portunity here presented Itself to this 
chapter,' and the members have been 
equal to it, says the. New York Trib- 
une. They have yet much to do in re- 
storing the stones in the ancient ceme- 
tery.

Hears Hi* Fate 


It was after 3 o'clock when the jury 


filed into the court room.

jurors emerged from, the door Mull 
turned anxiously around and closely 
watchsd each one as he proceeded 
across the floor and entered the jury 
box. 
The prisoner's composure was 


marvelous. He gazed steadfastly at 
the twelve men as if trying1 to read the 
result in their faces. Silence prevailed 
throughout tr-e court room as the jur- 
ors took their seats. All awaited the 
announcing of the verdict. 


The silence was at last broken when 


Clerk Fagan called "Archie Mull." 
"Present," responded the accused, and 
his voice gave no evidence that he had 
an appreciation of his Impending doom. 
The roll call of jurors followed, arid it 
could be seen by the answers that 
some members of the jury were sen- 
sible of the impressiveness of the oc- 
casion.

Professor Bradley Delivers an Inter- 


esting Lecture on. Liquid Air. 


Professor "Walter H. Bradley, Wil- 


liams '84, professor of chemistry at 
\\ esleyan college, delivered one of the 
most Interesting- lectures ever heard in 
this town last evening1. The lecture 
was the second of a series of Thomp- 
son entertainments and was delivered 
*n Jesup hall, before an audience which 
numbered about 500. including -'tudents 
and townspeople. 
H3a subjr\>t was 


"Liquid air." 
He made several bril- 


liant experiments -with the new sub- 
stance and made an analogy of tho 
three states of water and the three 
states of air and explained the manu- 
facturing of liquid air. Tne temper- 
ature of liquid air is 312 decrees below 
zero and when exposed to ordinary air 
produces rapid evaporation. His first 
experiment was made by cUr-Plng- a 
piece of raw beef eleak into the liquid 
air and on taking It out showed that 
it had turned white and was verv 
crisp and brittle. He then treated a tin 
dipper and rubber ball in a like man- 
ner and received the same results. Tlv 
next experiment was the freezing of 
mercury to the handle of a tack ham- 
mer and the freezing1 of alcohol, which 
was 99.S wer cent. 
He then filled a 


kettle with water and liquid oir ond 
placed it on a Diece of ice and it soon 
be?an to boil, then taking- the kettle 
from the ice he held it over a gas jet 
and the contents immediately turned 
to a cake of ice and a thick frost ga- 
thered over the outside of the kettle. 
He then made experiments in com- 
tustion. An ordinary piece of cotton 
saturated in the liquid air exploded 
•when brought in contact with a flame 
and steel wire was burned like kind- 
ling wood, the liquid being at a tem- 
perature 4000 degrees above zero. Af- 
ter the lecture Professor Bradley in- 
vited all who wished to do so to ex- 
amine the liquid. 
Mr. Bradley 
will 


soon take charg-p of a liauid air plant 
at Wesleyan snd will look more exten- 
sively into the business. The lecture 
was pronounced one of the most won; 
derful and interesting lectures 
ever 


heard in this town.

For Lord Roberts. 


MOST FAMOUS ACT OF HIS LITE, 


la Company With Ingham, Anoth- 


er Scout, Bnrnham Once 
BroJcd 


Through a Lorffe Band of Knflln. 
Uovr lie Saved Jamt»on'» Command 
From Kaffir* by FlreirorJi». 
Henry Chetworth of San Francisco 


was speaking ivceatly of the Boer war 
at the Waldorf-Astoria, and in the 
course of his remarks he said to a New 
York Tribune reporter: "I noted the 
other day in the newspapers that Fred- 
erick 11. Burnlmm, in response to a re- 
quest on the part of the English gov- 
ernment, is now on his way to South 
Africa to act as scout for Lord Rob- 
erts, on whose staff lie will be. 


"For iron nerve, coolness In the face 


of Imminent danger and fertility of re- 
source in extricating himself from diffi- 
cult and well nigb. Impossible positions, 
Burnham's name stands at the head of 
the list of men who have fought the 
different savage races in the course of 
the settlement of South Africa. Orig- 
inally from southern California, Burn- 
ham early drifted to Nevada and later 
to New Mexico, where he engaged in 
Indian sco*utlng, an experience that 
was of infinke value to him when pit- 
ted against the South African s.ivngp<« 
When Dr. Jameson went into Mata- 
beleland and conquered the Matabeles, 
about 1S94, it was Burnham who sav- 
ed the little command of 1,000 men 
from extermination and made that 
conquest possible. 


"Jameson had made his laager for 


the night—a laager consists of all the 
wagons arranged in a circle, in the 
center of which the cattle are grouped 
and the defenders shoot at the enemy 
from underneath the wagons—when 
Burnham and another scout named 
Ingham came in and reported that the 
Kaffirs to the number of 20,000, under 
the command of Lobengula, were sur- 
rounding them, and that in the attack 
which would follow Jameson's laager 
would be overcome and wiped out of 
existence from sheer force of numbers. 
The situation was desperate, the laa- 
ger could not then be changed and noth- 
ing seemed left but to put up the best 
fight they could, albeit a hopeless one. 


"Burnham, however, went to Jame- 


son and, saying that there might still 
he a chance if Lobengula's force could 
be divided, asked him for all the blue 
fire, skyrockets and explosives for sig- 
naling purposes that could be spared. 
A wagon was then drawn back, and 
through this opening Burnham and 
Ingham rode out. So astounded were 
the savages that they did not open fire, 
and the two men.^were able to set oS 
their fireworks before a hostile m,ove 
was made. Never before had the Kaf- 
firs seen fireworks, and they broke and 
ran for it in every direction. 
Before 


Lobengula could again gather an at- 
tacking force the laager was removed 
to an impregnable position and the 
command saved. 
How Matabeleland 


was later conquered is now a matter of 
history." 


"It seems funny," said Allen Colby, 


who was present, "that a uitlander of 
so many years' standing as Chetworth 
should in telling you a story illustra- 
tive of Burnham miss the most famous 
act of his life and one that has for this 
last year been daily re-enacted at the 
great Kaffir show in London. When 
Lobengula again became troublesome, 
the English placed a price on his head, 
and in an effort to secure him Major 
Wilson, with a little band of 30, went 
into Matebelefand. Just after crossing 
the Zambezi river tUey fell into a trap 
and found themselves surrounded by 
at least 7,000 Kaffirs. Without imme- 
diate assistance the end was at hand, 
as every man there knew. 


"Across the Zambezi and some dis- 


tance away was another British force. 
Burnham and Ingham were Wilson's 
scouts, and they offered to make the 
attempt to break through. Shortly aft- 
er the start, however, they were sur- 
rounded, but B"lirnham, recognizing the 
chief in command, rode up and, cover- 
ing him with his rifle, ordered him un- 
der penalty of instant death to do them 
no harm. Holding the chief at the 
point of bis gun while Ingham covered 
his rear, the trio made their way to the 
Zambezi, every warrior remaining 
where he was for fear of bringing 
about the death of his chief. They then 
turned the chief loose and after swim- 
ming the river in safety came up with 
the other British force. 
The com

the Great Scotch Day 


It was the 141st anniversary of the 


birth of Robert Burns yesterday, and 
the Caledonian club and its friends 
celebrated the occasion, which has be- 
come the great day when the Scotch in 
America revive memories of the father- 
land, with its annual banquet, concert 
and dance. This was the first of the 
two Scotch events of the year in 
North Adams, and the fourth time that 
the-club has entertained itself and its 
friends in a similar manner. 


The affair took place in Wilson thea- 


ter, which during the early evening 
played the part of a banquet hall, and 
was later cleared for dancing-. The hall 
was decorated with bunting and ever- 
green, with potted plants on the sta°re. 


The attendance, while not quite so 


large as last year, was nevertheless 
large and about 200 persons sat down 
to the excellent banquet provided by 
Swift & Bond. Soon after 8 o'clock the 
tables were filled, and Rev. I. C. Smart 
of Pittsfield invoked the blessing after 
which for about an hour the Pastime 
orchestra played an accompaniment to 
a very, enjoyable repast.

Throughout the evening- the 'remarks 
with which Mr. Fulton introduced ths 
speakers and singers was a pleasant 
feature. 


Mrs. Brummell of New York city in-

training, and her singing of this and 
other songs added much to the ex- 
cellence of the program. The pleasure 
of the audience in her singing- was ex- 
pressed in the enthusiastic call for an 
encore, and during the program every 
number was similarly received. J. T. 
Hunter sang another of the songs that 
always appeal to an audience on such 
occasions, "A man's a man for a' that." 
E. Ruether sang a tenor so-lo, "My 
dreams," most pleasingly, and Mr. and 
Mrs.

ITUT.-" from the opera "Olah." 
This 


was su-s in costume, and was most 
effective. 


Mr. Fulton then introduced in a few 


pleasa.nt remarks the speaker of the 
evening, Rev. I. C. Smart of Pittsfield. 
Mr. Smart's 
subject 
was 
"Robert 


Burns," but he did not give by any 
means a conventional add'-ess on the 
poet whose memrry was being cele- 
brated. 


He said that a man took his life in 


his hands who undertook to Ep:ak to 
a company of Scotchmen without being 
able to twist his tongue around the 
intricacies of the dialect, while in his 
enthusiasm a speaker on such occasion 
should be able to say without reser- 
vation that he loved Burns as his 
favorite poet. He therefore trusted Irs 
hearers to appreciate the risks he was 
running. 
, 


He loved to turn as to a brother to 


the fountain of song in the heart of 
old/jScotland, but he loved to turn as 
weh to other brothers who delivered 
their message in simpler English, Mr. 
Smart told several amusing anecdotes, 
saying that as he had read that a 
Scotchman did not appreciate a joke, 
he had confined his remarks to the 
serious side of Burns. His friend, Rev. 
"W. L. Tenney, had assured him that 
from Mr. Tenney's address of the pre- 
vious year they would know all they 
ought about Burns. 


You know, 
Mr. 
Smart said, that 


Burns was a poet, and that he was 
one of the greatest of poets, but how do 
you know it? Because the critics have 
scanned his verse, and said it was 
poetry? Kather because he got hold 
of y6ur heart. His poems live in you 
because they touch 
the 
springs of 


laughter and of tears and of all your 
emotions. Because he has the -ower 
to say out for you the love of home and 
the other sentiments to which you 
hold. You hold to Burns because he 
has the power to touch your hearts, to 
pi-ay on the cords of feeling. No man, 
perhaps excepting Homer, has had n. 
greater influence on the life of a na- 
tion than had Burns. He was proud 
of being a Scotchman, he gave the na- 
tion its richness of sympathy, he gave 
expression to the love of home, 
he 


threw a glamor of sentiment about the 
simplest of things; and there is the 
deep heart sentiment in the Scotch to- 
day because Burns put it there. 


Mr. Hunter 
sang 
"Rantin' rovin' 


Robin," and Mr. and Mrs. Brummell 
sang another duet, "My love's 
the 


same," with encores, and Alexander 
McDougall was called upon to respond 
to the toast, "The land we left." Mr. 
MeDougall spoke briefly, but brightly, 
to his "fellow exiles" and others. He 
said our estimate of Scotland is not 
measured by the fact that we left It, 
but by the: reasons that we had for 
leaving it. There was little room in 
Scotland for expansion, and we left, 
not that we loved Scotland less, but 
that we loved the opportunities of the 
new country more. Few 
were con- 


scious -when th^y left that they were 
conferring a benefit on the home coun- 
try, but their leaving gave greater op- 
portunity to those who remamed, and 
if. those who have came to this coun- 
try have proved a benefit to the land 
of their adoption wo have reason to 
give thanks.

to speak on "The land of our adop- 
tion." He spoke of the fact that the 
committee would not glv« him ' the 
chance to speak on the poet whom, he 
loved, and read briefly an interesting 
sketch of the present and future lands 
of Scottish adoption.
